This is in response to the Examiner's office action dated December 3, 2007. 
Election of Species 

Claims 1-7 are pending. The following species have been identified under PCT Rule 13.1 
as follows: 

Species I, directed to claim 2 (Figs. 1-14) — an optical fiber cleaving device with a thin 
plate member attached to cover; 

Species II, directed to claim 3 (Figs. 15a and 15b) — An optical fiber cleaving device with a 
thin plate member attached to fiber holder; 

Species III, directed to claim 4 (Figs. 16- 19a & b) - an optical fiber cleaving device with a 
piece member movably attached to cover section; and 

Species IV, directed to claims 5 and 6 (Figs. 20-23 a & b) - a optical fiber cleaving device 
with a disc member rotatably attached to cover section.

The Examiner further directed Applicants to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. 

Accordingly, Applicants provisionally elect species I, wherein Applicants respectfully 
submit that claim 1 is generic, and at least claim 2 is readable thereon. Applicants also 
respectfully submit that claim 7, a method claim, is generic.
